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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant argues that Rogers et al. does not teach "a common standardized message structrue set which is 
independent of any particular telephony environment." Examiner maintains that applicant is incorrect. Rogers et al. teaches protocol 
conversion between differing trunks types and/or numbers in addition to providing a one-to-one relationship between CO and PBX trunks, 
wherein the CO trunks can include standard telephony lines, digital lines or even Internet connections. (Col. 2, line 59 - Col. 3, line 4, Col 
7, lines 39 - 43, Col. 8, lines 11-17, Col. 16, line 56 - Col. 17, line 67) If Rogers et al. were merely a routing system and argued by 
applicant and Rogers et al. does not teach a common message set used in lieu of a pluraity of disparate telephony environment message 
sets, there would be no need for conversion. Moreover, Rogers et al. teaches that all call control may be effected via a single user 
workstation, i.e., all notifications, incoming calls, outgoing calls, etc. In other words, interpreted in another way, the workstation GUI has 
its own common standardized message structure set which is independent of any particualr environment, i.e., faxes, data, voice all come 
in and are controlled by the workstation GUI. (Col. 8, lines 47 - 67, Col. 26, line 47 - Col. 27, line 5) . 
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
